ed upon clover until it i« in bloom, and when the 
first crop is eaten down, the animals should be 
dunged to other fields. O. if the first crop is 
cat for hav, th'- second crop should be saved for 
seed, and for the improvement of the soil. The 
second crop of the season furnishes much more 
and batter seed than the first When it is intend- 

ed to save the seed, the first crop may be either 
mowed or pastured down, if pastured, the more 
speedily it is eaten down and the stock turned oft 
tbs better, so that the second growth may be 
vigorous and uniform 

With the unproved method of saving the seed 
by stripping the heads by machinery in the field, 
ihr straw is left where it grew for the protection 
of the clover during the winter, and tor the im- 
provement of the land. 

At present we are entirely dependent on the 
States Iving north and east of the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi rivers for our supply of clover seed, while 
we coo hi easily grow all that we require at 
home, and have thousands of bushels for expor- 
tation. 

Clover eeed is one of the most profitable crops 
the former can raise, for as we said in the intro- 
duction of this article, clover is indispensable to 
good fanning, and the labor required to strip and 
clean the seed is comparatively small, while the 
need in market always commands a good price. 
When it is the design of the farmer to save the 
seed, the clover, both root and plant acquire* ma- 
turity and affords a large amount of vegetable to 
be plowed under for the restoration and improve- 
ment of the hungry soil.
